U.S. team set to

Long Beach City Councilman Don Phillips, Building 


and Safety Director Edward O'Connor and at least 
seven other municipal officials have been subpoenaed to 
appear at 9:30 a.m. Monday before a county grand jury 
probing alleged corruption in city government. 


Lt. Ray Henry, head of the police department's 


intelligence division, said Friday he had served "eight 
or nine" persons with subpoenas during the past two 
days. 


Henry refused to name those served, but the Inde- 


pendent, Press-Telegram learned that Phillips, O'Con- 
nor and Assistant Planning Director Carl Mooers were 
ordered to appear for questioning. 


Henry added that several other persons had been 


handed subpoenas by other process servers. He would 
not, however, divulge their names or say how many 
persons had been served altogether. 


All reportedly are due to appear before the grand 


jury Monday. 


The session, apparently part of an ongoing investi- 


gation befun 18 months ago, was intensified last month 


when Long Beach Planning Director Ernest Mayer Jr. 
was arrested for solicitation and bribery. 


Mayer, who has since been dismissed from the 


$41,700-a-year post, was arraigned Friday in Los An- 
geles Superior Court on two bribery counts. 


He was arrested on the charges May 14 after 


allegedly accepting a $25,141 bribe in 50-peso Mexican 
gold pieces from Long Beach architects James Cop- 
pedge and Claflin Ballance. 


The two architects told authorities they had paid 


Mayer more than $25,000 over a five-year period in 
exchange for his help in pushing six multimillion-dollar 


projects through the planning department. 


The $25,141 payoff—which Mayer allegedly accepted 


minutes before his arrest-brought the bribe total to 
more than $50,000. 


During Mayer's arraignment in the court of Judge 


Jack E. Goertzen, attorney Charles Stokes asked for a 
continuance before entering a plea. 


Stokes was granted the request after explaining 


that he was appearing on behalf of Mayer's attorney-of- 
record, Gary Sawtelle, who was tied up on another case.

claim some credit for 
warning the House that it 
was a mistake to do what 
they did in 1971," Ford' 
said.

Author- 
ities said six officers were 
killed and four were 
wounded in the assault.

The guerril- 
las scattered leaflets iden- 
tifying themselves as 
members of the Septem- 
ber 23rd Communist 
League — the same group 
that kidnaped the 16-year-

Last month Communist 


League guerrillas killed 
seven policemen at a 
suburban restaurant and 
also gunned down two cus- 
toms guards. 


District police chief Ra- 


fael Xiqui said the terror- 
ist squad opened fire on 10 
policemen lined up for a 
routine morning roll call 
outside the precinct sta- 
tion. 


Three policemen fell 


dead and two others were 
fatally wounded, Xiqui re- 
ported. The guerrillas then 
invaded the headquarters, 
killing a noncommissioned 
officer who had fled into 
the bathroom and pump- 
ing bullets into a tax col- 
lection office adjoining the 
station. 


"They stopped to pick 


up the guns from the dead 
and wounded policemen 
and fled," the chief added.

Brakes blamed in 
school bus crash 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Brake failure probably 


caused a bus crash near Martinez last month that 
killed 28 high-school choir members and a teacher, 
the California Highway Patrol said Friday. 


The malfunction "most likely" resulted from a 


break in a compressor belt, which caused a gradual 
loss of air pressure in the brake system, Commission- 
er Glen Craig said. 


"The bus was going too fast," Craig said at a 


news conference. "We asked ourselves why. We think 
it was inadequate brakes." 


The CHP said the chartered bus was traveling 


about 44 miles an hour when it hit a guard rail on a 
highway off-ramp, crashed through, plunged 22 feet 
and landed on its roof. 


The posted ramp advisory speed is 20 m.p.h., the 


CHP said 


The victims were members of the Yuba City 


High School choir and a teacher who was the wife of 
the choir director. They were en route to a concert at 
another school. 


Craig said the CHP's investigation would not be 


completed until its preliminary conclusions had been 
backed up by laboratory tests. 


But he said he did not believe that the driver, 


Evan Prothero, was going too fast when he left the 
highway or that the off-ramp was dangerous. 


Capt. Bruce Emery, who headed the investiga- 


tion, said Prothero probably became aware of the 
loss in brake air pressure only as he entered the off- 
ramp. 


He quoted a surviving student, Richard Ething- 


ton, as saying Prothero applied the brakes as the bus 
rolled into the off-ramp "and nothing happened— 
there was no slowing effect 


"He then pumped them two or three times, and 


then his hands became very busy," apparently apply- 
ing emergency brakes, Emery said Ethington told 
investigators. 


The student said he saw a panicked look on 


Prothero's face in a mirror and heard him say 
something like "Oh, my God!" just before the bus 
crashed through the guard rail. 


Emery said the CHP had not been able to talk to 


Prothero, who was injured in the crash and is still 
hospitalized in seiious condition. 


There's evidence mat the emergency brakes 


worked, Craig said, but he added that there was 
probably not enough time for them to prevent the bus 
from going through the railing. 


Craig said he was sure that if the bus had been 


inspected by the CHP before the accident the inspec-

'Intrusion' fear 
sparked A-alert 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Information that "intru- 
sions might be attempted" 
prompted the current alert 
at the nation's nuclear 
power plants, the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission 
said Friday. 


The commission also ac- 


knowledged for the first 
time that the alert would 
remain in effect until 
Tuesday's referendum in 
California on nuclear 
power. 


The commission, re- 


sponding to requests for 
more information on its 
reasons for calling the 
alert, released the mes- 
sage it sent May 27 to the 
country's 58 nuclear 
plants. 


"WE HAVE obtained 


information, not fully veri- 
fied, from the intelligence 
community that two 
groups have planned to 
take over or occupy one or 
more nuclear plants on 
Memorial Day weekend or 
to take other actions in 
early June," the message 
said. 


"Incidents have occur- 


red at two other utility fa- 
cilities during the past 
week that may have se- 
curity implications. So far, 
the incidents have been 
scattered, with no conse- 
quences," the message 
said. 


The commission also 


released a statement 


elaborating on the mes- 
sage. It said the informa- 
tion about possible intru- 
sions came from utilities 
and from other federal 
agencies. 


Threats to nuclear 


power plants are not 
unusual, it added. 


"WHAT was unusual in 


this period was the num- 
ber of threats, and the fact

that several plants widely 
separated geographically 
appeared to be potential 
targets," the commission 
said. 


"Information 
received 


in May included threat- 
ened activities in Illinois 
(over the Memorial Day 
weekend), Washington and 
California (with the Cali- 
fornia activity to take 
place before the June 8 
referendum vote on a nu- 
clear proposition). 


"Also during May, there 


were reports of persons, 
under suspicious circum- 
stances, in the vicinity of 
two power plants in Con- 
necticut (one nuclear, one 
fossil-fueled)," the com- 
mission statement said. 


"In 
two 
separate 


instances in recent weeks, 
the credentials of NRC in- 
spectors have been stolen 


along with other personal 
belongings," it said. 


The commission said it 


did not appear that the 
credentials were the tar- 
gets of the thieves but 
added that their unauthor- 
ized possession created 
concern that they might 
be used to attempt entry 
to a nuclear facility. 


THE commission said 


the alert marked the third 
dispatch of threat infor- 
mation to nuclear plants 
since January 1975. How- 
ever, it did not say wheth- 
er an alert had been called 
in the previous cases. 


The commission said 


there have been no at- 
tempts to breach security 
at any plant since the 
alert was issued. Under 
the alert, termed low-level 
by the commission, plants 
have been instructed to 
tighten security and main- 
tain contact with local law 
enforcement agencies. . 
' Critics of nuclear power 
have alleged that the com- 
mission may have called 
the alert to head off any 
possible trouble before 
Tuesday's California vote. 
In the referendum voters 
will decide whether strict 
limitations on the growth 
of nuclear power should be 
imposed in the state. 


Proponents of the issue 


assert that there is inade- 
quate security at nuclear 
plants. 


State jobless rate 
rises to year's high

The unemployment rate 


rose in May in California 
and Los Angeles County 
but dropped nationally, 
officials reported Friday. 


Despite the biggest 


working force in 18 
months - 8,596,600-lhe 
state's unemployment rate 
jumped to a 1976 high of 10 
per cent from 9.6 per cent 
in April. 


THE State Employment 


Development Department 
said total employment 
climbed 81,200 to 8,596,600, 
a state record for May and 
the highest total since 
October 1974. 


Unemployment dropped 


22,300 to 909,100, the de- 
partment said. The state 
record of 1,012,000 was 
reached in February. 


But officials said the 


"seasonally 
adjusted" 


unemployment rate went 
up because the gain in em- 
ployment and decline in 
unemployment were not 
as great as usual for this 
time of year. One reason 
was the nationwide rubber 
strike, which has cost 
5,600 Californians jobs. 


THE same thing hap- 


pened in the county: Fred 
Brenner, 
EDO regional 


administrator, said the 
county's seasonally adjust- 
ed unemployment average 
rose to 9.4 per cent from 
9.2 per cent in April, even 
though there was an in- 
crease of 3.500 in the work 
force in May and a de- 
crease of 800 in the 
number of persons out of 
work. 


"Although the number 


of unemployed declined 
slightly, the drop was 
smaller than expected," 
Brenner said. He ' 


ed that strikes in the con- 
struction and rubber 
industries kept more peo- 
ple off the job, but those 
persons were not actually 
unemployed. Nonetheless, 
he said, they were in- 
cluded in the percentage 
figure. 


EDD officials said 


June's rate is expected to 
be slightly worse than 
May's and July's worse 
still. 


Nationally, unemploy- 


ment 
resumed 
its 


downward course in May, 
dropping to 7.3 per cent, 
while inflation slowed at 
the wholesale level, the 
Labor Department said. 


In separate reports on 


jobs and prices, the Labor 
Department said the num- 
ber of Americans at work 
rose by 300,000 last month 


to a record 87.7 million. 
The number of unemploy- 
ed declined by 180,000 to 
6.9 million. 


WHOLESALE prices 


rose three-tenths of a per 
cent, down sharply from 
April's eight-tenths of a 
per cent increase, largely 
because of a slowdown in 
price rises for farm prod- 
ucts. 


The jobless rate hit a 


recession peak of 8.9 per 
cent last May before 
beginning a decline which 
brought it to 7.5 per cent 
in March, where it held 
steady in April. 


MAY marked the eighth 


month since the national 
jobless rate had last 
shown an increase, the 
longest period since 1973.

Doctors Hospital of Lake- 
wood after a bullet pierced 
her throat and apparently 
severed her spinal cord. 


Thursday afternoon was 


, the second time this year 
. that William Earl Shaulis, 
• 58, and his wife, who is 
partially blind, had been 
held up at Shaulis Jewel- 
ers, 5630 Atlantic Ave. 


They were robbed of $36 


in- cash last April 23 by 
two bandits who struck 


Shaulis. Doctors took 26 
.stitches to close a wound 
to his mouth. 


Thursday, two gunmen 


came into the shop, and 
according to the husband, 
one of the bandits said: 
"This is a holdup. Better 
do what I tell you." 


Shaulis said his wife, 


whose vision is so bad she 
could see only outlines a 
few feet away, picked up a 
shotgun to protect him, 
but he told her to put it 
down. One of the bandits 
shot her as she put down 
the weapon. 


The gunmen emptied 10 


trays of diamond and gold 
rings into a paper bag, 
grabbed $69 cash and fled. 


FBI agents combed the 


shop for clues Friday, ac- 
cording to special agent 
John Morrison. 


Shaulis said Friday the 


store had been held up at 
least five times in the past 
two and a half years. It 
was for that reason he had 
installed a buzzer system 
to open the front door. 


Shaulis said he reported 


some of the robberies, but 
did not report others in- 
volving 
only 
small 


amounts of cash because 
he did not want to become 
tied down with paper 
work. 
. He added that both hold- 
up men had entered the 
store separately on previ- 
ous occasions, which is 
why he readily admitted 
them Thursday. 


They came in about two 


months ago, and about two 
weeks ago, Shaulis said, 
and on both occasions had 
looked at jewelcry and 


argued about the price. 


Long Beach police also 


are checking the possibil- 
ity that last Sunday morn- 
ing the same gunmen 
entered Giveen's Flower 
Shop, 3950 Atlantic Ave., 
held up owner Felix R. 
Porrazo, 55, and beat him 
so severely that he died 
the next day. 


Investigators 
said 


Porrazo suffered a skull 
fracture from a blow with 
a blunt instrument. Porra- 
zo was robbed of his wal- 
let, containing about $60.

(AP) — A journalist fired 
last month for alleged FBI 
connections said Friday 
she has information that 
there is enough missing 
plutonium to indicate 
there may be a nuclear 
black market in this coun- 
try. 


"Official documents I 


examined indicate an ex- 
ceedingly high MUF fig- 
ure (nuclear material 


• unaccounted for 
after 


processing) involving plu- 
tonium in excess of that 
which would be lost in 
pipes in normal process- 
ng," said Jacque Srouji. 


THIS WOULD lead me 


to believe the possibility of 
nuclear gunrunners deal- 
ing in black market plu- 
tonium," said Mrs. Srouji, 
who was fired May 5 from 
her job as a copy editor at 
the Tennessean newspaper 
for having a "special rela- 
tionship" with the FBI. 


Mrs. Srouji said she has 


documents which show the 
unaccounted-for nuclear 
material to be in excess of 
10 times that which would 
be allowable under Nu- 
clear Regulatory Commis- 
sion guidelines. 


She said the figures will 


be published,in a forth- 
coming book but that she 
did not have them avail- 
able Friday night. 


She said the documents 


indicate enough missing 
plutonium at the Kerr- 
McGee nuclear processing 
plant in Crescent, Okla., to 
make it possible to offer 
plutonium for sale to other 
nations. The Crescent 
plant is now closed. 


MRS. SROUJI said 


three or four individuals 
who might be involved in 
such an operation worked 
at the Kerr-McGe« plant. 
She said that 60 pounds of 
plutonium were unac- 
counted for at Kerr- 
McGee during 1974 and 
that according to the Nu- 
clear Regulatory Commis- 
sion only 12 pounds is 
needed to make a small 
nuclear weapon. 


She made the state- 


ments in an interview 
when asked to comment 
on the interest the House 
subcommittee on energy 
and environment has 
shown in her. 


The panel, chaired by 


Rep. 
John Dingell, D- 


Mich., has been trying to 
get Mrs. Srouji, 32, to 
testify about the docu- 
ments. She claims to have 
gathered them from un- 
named sources while 
working on a yet-to-be- 
published book about 
development of nucleaf 
energy around the world. 


In the unpublished 


manuscript, Mrs. Srouji 
does not mention a nu- 
clei; Mack market. But 


she did say a chapter of 
the book on the operation 
of Kerr-McGee and the 
1974 traffic death of one of 
the plant's employes was 
based on government 
documents she secured 
from unnamed sources. 


The Kerr-.McGee em- 


ploye, Karen Silkwood, 
was driving to a meeting 
with a New York Times 
reporter when her car 
crashed and she was kill- 


ed. At the time, published 
Aborts said Miss Silkwood 
W3s going to give the re- 
porter documents she 
th'wght- supported her con- 
tortions that the plant was 
unsafe.

Federal authorities have 
all but decided to dispatch 
armed troops to this city 
on July 4, informed 
sources in Washington 
said Friday.

deployed would fall far 
short of the 15,000 request- 
ed last week by Mayor 
Frank L. Rizzo. 


The mayor asked for 


the troops, he said in a 
letter to President Ford, 
because Philadelphia has 
received threats of vio-. 
lence and disruption 
aimed at,its Bicentennial 
celebrations that day. 


Those observances are 


expected to attract more 
than a million .visitors to 
the city, including the 
President and a gathering 
of other dignitaries, and 
Rizzo has said that the 
local police would require 
military assistance for 
crowd control arid securi- 
ty.Two coalitions planning 
counter-events that day 
are protesting against the 
Mayor's request 
for 


troops, arguing that it has 
a chilling effect on partici- 
pation in their own cele- 
bration, and denying that 
they plan anything that 
would damage or interfere 
with the official cere- 
monies. 


Neither the Mayor nor 


anyone in his administra- 
tion has disclosed the na- 
ture of the threats, but a 
highly placed source at 
the Justice Department 
said Friday that Rizzo's 
"evidence that they were 
real was quite persua- 
sive."

over article on China 


Impending Kiasinger-Vorster talks 


Breakthrough for South Africa

WASHINGTON - Secretary of State 


Kissinger was described by close aides 
Friday as "damn irritated'' by a Central 
Intelligence Agency analyst's public criti- 
cism w the Ford administration's go-slow 
China policy. 


The incident is likely to bring an 


effort by the State Department to gain 
authority for advance censorship of arti- 
cles on foreign policy written by CIA 
officials, as it already screens articles 
written by Its own employes and Penta- 
gon officials. 


The flap is over an article in the 


latest issue of the quarterly magazine 
Foreign Policy, by Roger Glenn Brown, a 
35-year-old middle-level CIA analyst. 


It urged that the United States consid- 


er formally recognizing the People's 
Republic of China as China's "sole gov- 
ernment" quickly, despite the fact that it 
would be controversial during an election 
year, because failure to act before the 
death of ailing, 82-year-old Chairman 
MaoTse-tung could strengthen pro-Soviet 
forces in Peking. 


This view flies in the face of Presi- 


dent Ford's decision — before his trip to 
China last year — to hold off on establish- 
ment of formal diplomatic relations until 
after the 1976 election. It also represented 
defiance of the tight control that Kissing- 
er has maintained over all governmental 
comment on China policy, even though 
Brown's article was presented as "his 
own views and not the official position of 
his organization." 


"We did not know the article was 


being prepared," State Department 
spokesman Robert Funseth said. "We 
weren't asked to clear it ... The views 
were strictly those of the author ... Yes, I 
think, generally, articles by government 


officials on foreign policy ought to be 
cleared by the State Department." 
. 


Funseth declined to say whether Kiss- 


inger had complained about the incident 
to either the President or CIA Director 
George Bush. But other officials said 
Kissinger felt strongly that something 
should be done to assure that CIA ana- 
lysts don't take public positions different 
from the administration on foreign poli- 
cy. "If someone makes a policy 
statement, it should be cleared here," 
said one high State Department official. 


At the CIA, a spokesman declined to 


say whether Brown's article had been 
cleared for publication by anyone at the 
agency, explaining that he didn't want to 
discuss "our internal practices." 


The agency has in the past encour- 


aged the publication of scholarly articles 
by its analysts, provided that they did not 
disclose secret intelligence information. 
The spokesman said that Bush had order- 
ed "another look" at how this kind of 
publication should be handled within the 
agency before the flap over Brown's arti- 
cle, but implied that CIA officials would 
oppose State Department screening of 
articles. 


"We've never had the practice of 


sending stuff over to the State Depart- 
ment," he said. 


A State Department official said that 


Bush might be more disposed than CIA 
professionals to accept such screening 
because of his experience as head of the 
U.S. liaison office in Peking until six 
months ago. 
"He knows how damaging something 


like the Brown article can be, how dif- 
ficult it will be to explain to the Chinese 
that something written by a CIA analyst 
does not represent a major change in 
U.S. policy," said this official. 


Court upholds secrecy of 
intelligence-agency budget 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


A federal judge Friday 
ruled that the Central 
Intelligence Agency may 
continue to keep its budget 
a secret. 


"The court concludes 


that the 'secret' classifica- 
tion applied to the CIA 
budget and expenditure 
files is proper, both proce- 
durally and substantive- 
ly," said U.S. District 
Judge John Lewis Smith 
Jr. 


The decision came in a 


suit filed by Morton H. 
Halperin who sought CIA 
records on its budget au- 
thority for the current fis- 
cal year and its actual 
expenditures for the 1974 
fiscal year. 


Victor Marchetti, a 


disaffected former agent 


who was involved in 
preparation of the CIA 
budget in the late 1960s, 
has estimated the agen- 
cy's annual spending at 
$750 million. Former CIA 
Director William E. Colby, 
has said Marchetti's fig- 
ure is incorrect. 


Last year, Rep. Robert 


Giaimo, D-Conn., dis- 
closed that the CIA's 
budget was contained 
within the $2 billion listed 
in the Air Force budget 
under an item called 
"other 
procurements." 


But there was no indica- 
tion what percentage of 
the money was the CIA 
budget. 


Halperin filed his suit 


under the Freedom of 
Information Act which re- 
quires many government 


Special 
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records to be disclosed to 
the public. 


Smith concluded, "The 


unauthorized disclosure of 
such information could 
reasonably be expected to 
cause serious damage to 
national security and to 
the capacity of the CIA to 
conduct 
effective 


intelligence-gathering 
operations." 


He said the CIA budget 


was exempt from disclo- 
sure because it was 
properly classified as se- 
cret 


Smith relied on testi- 


mony from Colby, who 
argued that disclosure of 
the budget would give 
other nations strong clues 
about U.S. intelligence 
capabilities. 


Colby had testified that 


similar disclosures in 
other countries have been 
"very valuable to us and 
caused us to change our 
previous estimates by con- 
siderable margins."

The group studied the 


job histories of upper-level 
employes at the Nuclear 
Regulatory 
Commission 


(NRO and the Energy Re- 
search and Development 
Administration (ERDA), 
and was studying addition- 
al agencies. 


It reported that 52 per 


cent of ERDA's upper- 
level employes (with gov- 
ernment service grade GS- 
17 and higher) and 67 per 
cent of high-ranked NRC 
employes (GS-15 and high- 
er) formerly worked for 
private companies or non- 
profit organizations regu- 
lated by or under contract 
to the agencies. 


Tom Belford. author of 


the study, said in an inter- 
view it took a year of 
effort to get the informa- 
tion, including formal 
requests under the Free- 
dom of Information Act. 


Belford said it may be 


even more significant to 
know where former gov- 
ernment officials work 
after they leave govern- 
ment, but would be even 
more difficult to find out. 
The Common Cause study 
did not attempt that kind 
of effort.

William C. VigUa, 70, 


now retired in Tulsa, 
Okla., was charged with 
lying when he told a grand 
jury he never brought 
cash above the $5,000 limit 
into the country without 
reporting the money as re- 


quired by Customs rules.

"NEWS reports alleging 


that there exist handwrit- 
ten 'love letters' from for- 
mer President Richard 
Nixon are part of a sordid 
hoax," Brennan said in a 
statement from San Cle- 
mente. "Such allegations 
are totally false, and the 
purported letters are obvi- 
ous forgeries." 


In Birmingham, Ala., 


meanwhile, a source who 
claims to possess copies of 
the letters said they were 
spirited out of the White 
House even before the 
originals were mailed. 


The source said that 


some of the letters indi- 
cate the woman wanted to 
marry Nixon and was 
pushy about it, "and 
Nixon became upset about 
that." 


In an interview with An- 


drew Kilpatrick of the Bir- 
mingham News, the 
source, who asked not to 
be identified in any way, 
claimed to have had 
copies of about 20 such let- 
ters after receiving them 
from a friend who got 
them from a White House 
employe. 


The source declined to 


release the hand-written 
photostatic copies be- 
cause, "I felt like Nixon 
has had enough. It's not 
anyone's business. I hate 
to have any part in it."

Art of "imagineering' 


Do dreams come true? 


They do for sure. The lad- 
der of dreams can take 
you as high as you want to 
go. 


And here is a technique 


for the realization of your 
dreams. Carl Holmes, a 
New Jersey newspaper 
man, coined a word for it; 
he calls it "imagineer- 
ing." He combined the 
word "imagine" with the 
word "engineering" for 
successful people engineer 
big results by imagining. 


Engineering and imag- 


ining are related pro- 
cesses. Before you can 
build anything, there must 
be erected a structure of 
dreams. Nothing was ever 
built without this process 
happening. It is said that 
Gen. John C. Fremont, 
who opened up the West, 
used to sit before his flick- 
ering campfire at night 
and in imagination see 
cities in the flames. And, 
today, in most of the 
places where those prairie 
campfires were lit cities 
do exist. 


America was built from 


such dreams. People are 
dreaming dreams now 
which will eventually 
make this a greater, rich- 
er, happier country and 
this troubled world a bet- 
ter place in which to live. 


I remember once trying 


to make this point about 
dreams to an uncle of 
mine. He was a hardboiled 
realist. Dreams meant lit- 
tle to him. He was an old- 
fashioned American who 
believed that working was 
the important thing. He 
used to tell me above all 
that it was important to 
make money and to save 
it if I wanted to get any- 
where. 


But he was a kindly 


man and did his best to 
help me. I have always 
been.grateful to him and 
cherish his memory. He 
ran a small bank and a 
building and loan associa- 
tion: his loans helped pay 
my way through college. 


After graduating from 


college, I went to see him: 
And in some fear and 
trembling for I had de- 
cided to become a minis- 
ter and knew that would 
awaken no enthusiasm in 
him. 


"Uncle," I'told him. "I 


would like to talk to you 
about extending my bank 
loan. You see I'm going to 
study for the ministry." 


His feet came down off 


his desk with a bang. He 
pulled the cigar out of his 
mouth. "What did you 
say?" he thundered. 


"I'm going to be a 


minister," I repeated. 


"There 
goes 
my 


money," 
he shouted. 


"Why 
do you want to be a 


minister? You'll never 
make money at that!" 


"I have a dream," I an- 


swered. "I want to help 
build a better world." 


"Dreams." he snorted, 


"talking about dream! 
Such nonsense!" 


On the wall of his office 


was a framed copy of the 
Declaration of Independ- 
ence. I pointed to it. "That 
was a dream," • I said. 
"The men who look their 
lives in their hands to sign 
that were dreamers of 
dreams." 


Outside the window, his 


Model T Ford was parked 
and I pointed to it "That 
was a dream too. People 
used to say that Henry 
Ford was crazy, a stupid 
dreamer. Yet you drove to 
your bank in his dream 
car today." 


I don't know whether I 


convinced him, but any- 
way I got my loan extend- 
ed. And I was 'able to 
make my own dream 
come true. 


To. make your dreams 


come true, you must real- 
ly want them to material- 
ize. Visualize them as 
doing so and imprint that 
visualization firmly in 
mind. That's the skill of 
"imagineering" and it 
works. 


Of course, the dream 


must be of real substance. 
Don't daydream; that's a 
psychological illness. Peo- 
ple who never amount to 
anything often get that 
way because they fritter 
their time away in day- 
dreaming. There is a 
strong relationship be- 
tween dreams that come 
true and callouses on your 
hands. 


But if you have a dream 


that's the real thing and 
work for it with all you've 
got. you will get it because 
it has you. Practice being 
an "imagineer." Never let 
go. never give up, never 
release your grip, never 
slop thinking. And you will 
overcome all obstacles. .

Of course, anyone can 


badmouth churches and 
Christianity. It is easier to 
do if one has some educa- 
tion. There were the Cru- 
sades, the Inquisition, the 
Wars of the Reformation, 
the shameful arrogances 
of prelates and kings, 
slavery, bigotry, intoler- 
ance, superstition, etc., 
etc. After all, the Church 
Militant is made up of 
human beings, all of them 
marred and some terribly 
marred. 


Anyone is free not to be 


a Christian. But if he 
wants to consider himself 
a cultivated man of the 
world he should learn 
about Christianity and the 
churches. They touch 
every phase of his life, 
whether he knows it or 
not.

sooner or later. 


Why^ Because Gish be- 


lieves the theory of evolu- 
tion is tagwash. 


GiSh, a biochemist and 


associate director of the 
Institute for Creation Re- 
search in San Diego, 
Calif.,' was here recently 
to deliver a Wichita State 
University Forum Board 
lecture. It was co-spon- 
sored ' by Inter-Varsity 
.Christian Fellowship. 


• He spoke on the "Crea- 
tion Theory of Universal 
Origination." 


The title simply means 


that Gjsh believes God did 
it. 


'And he says he has 


• scientific evidence to sup- 


port his opinion. 


"A lot of scientific law 


tends to support the crea- 
tionist theory better than 
the theory of evolution," 
Gish said in an interview. 


"For 
example, fossil 


records show a remark- 
able, absence of transition- 
al forms. These forms are 
demanded by evolution 
theory, but they are every- 
where absent. 


"Fossils of jellyfish, 


trilobites, corals, brachio- 
pods and crustaceans sim- 
ply appear, with no indica- 
lion of any transitional 
forms," Gish said. 


The latest findings of 


Richard Leakey, a second- 
. generation physical an- 
thropoligist working in 
east-central Africa, and 
the work of others has 
made a shambles of cur- 
rent evolutionary views, 
Gish contends. 


The findings support an 


opinion that man and the 
apes were separately 
created, rather than aris- 
ing from a common ances- 
tor, he claims. 


"These are the things 


which are expected by a 
creationist theory," Gish 
said. "But they are con- 
tradictory to a theory of 
evolution. 


"And an evolution 


theory contradicts basic 
scientific law," Gish said. 
"The 
second law of 


thermodynamics, 
for 


example, states that all 
spontaneously occurring 
natural processes always 
•esult in an increase of 
iisorder. Never, never an 
ncrease in order, as 
vould be vital to an evolu- 
ion theory." 


He continued, "The 


'heory of evolution does 
not require God. It is sup- 
posed to be a naturalistic, 
mechanical process. 


"We're saying that is 


not possible. 


"In order to build com- 


plex things from simple 
thingsr-such as building 
men from one-cell life 
forms—there must be 
more than the simple 
input of energy. There 


must be energy conversion 
systems and something or 
someone to control and 
guide them. We .are sug- 
gesting that something or 
someone is a supernatural 
creator. 


"That is the only 


reasonable explanation for 
this incredibly complex 
universe, which is perfect- 
ly ordered ?nd maintain- 
ed. There has to be a crea- 
tor. 


"We make no attempt 


to inject our sectarian 
views into public schools," 
Gish said, "but the state 
of Indiana has adopted a 
high school biology text 
book from the Creation 
Research Society." 


He said the society is 


composed of scientists and 
researchers who hold 
views similar to his own. 


The institute, of which 


Gish is director, conducts 
studies in support of the 
creationist theory. Natural 
science and origins are 
seen by members of the 
institute as the result of 
the design of an intelligent 
creator, Gish said. 


The institute conducts 


research, develops and 
publishes textbooks and 
has an educational pro- 
gram. 


Gish thinks that dog- 


matic indoctrination of 
students in evolution 
theory while excluding 
creation as an alternative 
results in "poor science, a 
weakening of the educa- 
tional process, denial -of 
academic freedom and the 
violation of the separation 
of church and state by 
promoting a humanistic 
religion." 


Gish and his colleagues 


think much dating technol- 
ogy used in geology and 
paleontology is equivocal.

NEW YORK (AP) - 


"Pharisee!" Superficially, 
the word has taken' on 
negative connotations, and 
among Christians 
has 


often been applied to foes 
of Jesus. But in fact, their 
movement provided 
his 


only official defenders. 


It.also produced his 


most -influential apostle, 
Paul. "Brethren, I am a 
Pharisee," he declares in 
Acts 23:6, "a son of Phari- 
sees." And it generated 
the sustaining tradition of 
modern Judaism. 


Biblical scholarship in- 


creasingly has pointed up 
the vital contribution of 
the Pharisees and their 
intellectual 
kinship to 


Jesus. 


They and he argued, 


yes, notes Roman Catholic 
Bishop Fulton J. Sheen, 
but it was a "lover's quar- 
rel," or as in a closely 
connected family in which 
controversy can take on 
its most heated tones. But 
in a crisis, the contenders 
stand together, as leading 
Pharisees did with Jesus. 


GET AWAY from here, 


for Herod wants to kill 
you," Pharisees warned 
him in Luke 13:31 when 
danger first began gather- 
ing around him. When the 
Sadducee-dominated 
Je- 


rusalem council was plot- 
ting against him, a leading 
Pharisee, Nicodemus, pro- 
tested in John 7:51: 


"Does our law judge a 


man without first giving 
him a hearing ...?" But 
the 
Rome-collaborating 


party of Sadducees who 
controlled the council 
swept aside the minority 
Pharisee protest as sub- 
versive. •• 


Actually, 
religious 


studies have brought out : 
that the Pharisees were 
the most learned, devout, 
Jewish group of that time, 
and intellectually, the col- 
leagues of Jesus. 


He had personal friends 


among them, accepted the 
hospitality of their homes, 
dined with them, bluntly 
debated with them, but in 
each specific case men- 
tioned, the differences in- 
volved only outward ritual 
forms, not basic concepts. 


IT REFLECTED 
a 


"family quarrel," 
says 


Rabbi Samuel M. Silver, a 
Jewish scholar of Temple 
Sinai in Stamford, Conn., 
who compares the strong 
terms of the arguments to 
a political campaign — hot 
words but few underlying 
differences. 


Instead of being "legal- 


ists" as implied in the 
polemics of the New 
Testament, he says: "The 
Pharisees were the very 
ones who liberated Bibli- 
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* 


cat rules from harsh liter- 
alism." 


Various 
Christian 


scholars have pointed out 
that many of Jesus' say- 
ings paralleled those of 
some schools of the Phari- 
sees, such as the view that 
the "Sabbath was made 
for man, not man for the 
Sabbath." 


Jesus "shared the view- 


points of the virtuous 
Pharisees" in much of his 
outlook, writes a Catholic 
scholar, the Rev. Thomas 
Surianoof Milwaukee. 


"He, like (hem, was 


working for the continual 
purification of Judaism. 
He, like them, respected 
the oral traditions sur- 
rounding the Torah. He, 
like them, believed in 
immortality and resurrec- 
tion, which the Sadducean 
priests rejected bitterly." 


THE 
SADDUCEES- 


whose chief officer was 
appointed by Rome's mili- 
tary governor, Pontius Pi- 
late, denied any after life 
and denied God's active 
concern with human af- 
fairs, but the Pharisees 
and Jesus upheld both 
principles. 


They also agreed on the 


"great commandment" — 
To love God wholehearted- 
ly, which is like the sec- 
ond, to "love your neigh- 
bor as yourself." In fact, 
that second equivalent 
cited by Jesus had Old 
Testament origins, in Le- 
viticus 19:18.

a Nobel award itself and 
thus has the privilege of 
proposing new nominees.

The Pharisees were 


called "habherim" — 
neighbors. First century 
historian Flavius Josephus 
describes them as idealis- 
tic, democratic, respected 
teaching rabbis, honoring 
learning above rank, con- 
cerned for the people and 
their needs. 


Obviously Jesus had 


'critics among fellow rab- 
bis, and he argued force- 
fully with them, as they 
did among themselves. 
But his basic conflict was 
not with them but with the 
Rome-controlled 
Saddu- 


cees. Within a generation, 
however, the Sadducees 
had disappeared 
from 


history, while the Phari- 
sees preserved the Bibli' 
cal heritage that nutured 
modern Judaism, while 
their intellectual sparring 
partner, Jesus, inspired 
Christianity.

In an era of increasing 


disinterest in organized 
religion, someone joins the 
Mormon church every 3% 
minutes. 


According to figures re- 


cently released by Church 
headquarters in Salt Lake 
City, worldwide member- 
ship totaled 3.57 million as 
of January 1, 1976—a 
dramatic increase of 162,- 
000 members, or 4.76 per 
cent, during 1975. 


Officials now estimate 


current membership at 
3.61 million and climbing. 
• But 
the 
phenomenal 


growth gives Mormon 
Leaders as much cause 
for concern as rejoicing. 
In Mexico, for example, 
membership catapulted 
from 92,000 in 1973 to 141,- 
000 by the end of 1975. The 
Church's president, Spenc- 
er W. Kimball, has labeled 
the rapid growth as the 
Church's most difficult 
problem. "The very rapid 
growth is a real problem 
that we struggle with con- 
stantly," President Kim- 
ball said recently, "be- 
cause we can baptize so 
many thousands of people, 
we need leadership to 
guide them. It takes time 
to develop leadership." 


Unlike most Christian • 


denominations, the Mor- 
mons have no paid minis- 
try. All positions in the 
wards (local congrega- 
tions) are held by men and 
women who volunteer 
their services in addition 
to employment and family 
responsibilities. 


When 82-year-old Presi- 


dent Kimball was born, 
Church membership to- 
taled 200,000, most of them 
in the United States. 
Today more than 765,000 
Mormons are located out- 
side the U.S. and last year 
two-thirds of all converts 
to the Church were not 
Americans. That growth 
has not been accidental. 
Mormons take literally the 
Biblical admonition to 
"teach all nations." There 
are currently more than 


23,000 full-time mission- 
aries serving in 54 nations 
throughout the world. 


The missionaries, pri- 


marily young men be- 
tween the ages of 19 and 
21, serve for two years at 
their own or family's ex- 
pense and maintain a rigid 
schedule that involves 60 
hours of active proselyting 
and 20 hours of scripture 
study each week. They 
preach a strict, straight 
gospel based on old-fash- 
ioned Biblical principles, 
something Church leaders 
believe is largely responsi- 
ble for the religion's wide- 
spread appeal. 


"God is the same ;yes- 


terday.today and foreyer," 
said President Kimball re- 
cently. "He has never 
intended that we should 
change or update with our 
vision the moral issues 
which He established long 
ago. Sin is still sin and 
always will be." The lead- 
er, who is acknowledged 
as a prophet by the 3.6 
million members, stresses 
belief in Christ, honesty, 
moral chastity, family 
solidarity, industriousness 
and self-reliance. 


To carry this message . 


to the ever-increasing fold, 
the Church now holds con- 
ferences several times a 
year in different parts of 
the world.

During this session the 


City Council voted 8-1 to 
approve a plan between 
the city and the housing 
authority reducing Car- 
melitos' size from -its 
present 716 units to 500.

Michael Virga has ruled. 


Ortega was arrested 


last January after the boy 
told police Ortega had 
picked him up hitchhiking 
and taken him to a Sacra- 
mento hotel room. 


Virga found Ortega

his tour of Douglas by his 13-year- 
old son, Mark, who wore a blue t- 
shirt with the slogan, "I'm Number 
1! Why Try Harder?" 


Tunney, despite recent polls 


showing his margin over Hayden 
narrowing, appeared to share his 
son's confidence. 


The most recent Mervin Field 


Poll on the Democratic race for the 
Senate showed Tunney leading 
Hayden 50 per cent to 37 per cent. 


The survey, which was taken 


Monday, showed Hayden had gain- 
ed four percentage points since the 
May survey after being 43 per cent 
behind in March. 


Tunney, however, gave the 


traditional predictions of victory in 
the June 8 primary, but-refused to 
indicate the margin of victory. 


He again criticized Hayden's

Unruh told the Democratic 


Womens' Study Club in the Lafay- 
ette Hotel that "ringing cries of 
lower expectations, in the absence 


of saying who should lower their 
expectations, means freezing: this 
society where it.is with all the 
inequities that exist." 


Referring to Reagan's sugges- 


tion that we ought to go back to the 
days when government didn't inter- 
fere, Unruh said, "I was there and 
the 'good old days' were lousy." 


He cited the depression, child 


labor in the 1910 to 1925 period 
when children at work in a mill 
could took out a window and see 


men at play on a golf course, and 
his Kansas childhood when his 
school's one teacher for eight 
grades boarded for a week at a 
time with families of her students. 


"I do not believe that govern- 


ment can play a passive role in the 
lives of citizens," he said. He de- 
scribed Sen. Henry Jackson, his 
first choice for the presidency, as 
"the unfortunate victim of a deep 
malaise of the American people," 
manifesting itself in the conviction 


Jack's salads come from the 
tub—why soil a good thing?

. Jack Klug likes his salad on the 


rocks. 


The backyard of his home at 


3015 Long Beach Blvd. looks like a 
salad bowl's Who's Who — crisp 
heads of lettuce, juicy tomatoes, 
succulent strawberries all growing 
like weeds. 


About the only thing that does- 


n't grow in the backyard of his 
Wrigley home are weeds. 


The secret of Hug's green 


thumb is a method called hydro- 
ponic gardening. 


HYDROPONIC translated from 


the Greek means "water working." 


The vegetables are planted on a 


bed of rocks in large fiberglass 
tubs placed throughout his cement- 
surfaced backyard and fed with a 
nutrient-rich water solution. 


Planting is not limited to 


vegetables. 


Klug claims that anything that 


grows in the ground will grow on a 
bed with a little help from the 
proper nutrients — and, of course, 
the proper growing season. 


"Hydroponic gardening started 


as a hobby," Klug said. "I sort of 
got carried away. Now it's a bu- 


siness. It's also the garden of the 
future." 


WITH A predicted food famine, 


water shortages and the cost of 
land at a premium, Hug may 'be 
right. 


Hydroponic gardening is al- 


ready widely used in Japan and 
Israel. 


With a minimal cash outlay, 


hydroponics may provide an eco- 
nomic source of foodstuffs for 
people living in condominiums and 
apartments, since it is soil-free and 
takes up little room. It's also inter- 
esting alternative for conventional 
gardeners. 


"The scope of hydroponic gar- 


dening is as large as your imagina- 
tion. And I only use l/20th of the 
water I used in a regular garden," 
Klug said. 


"With hydroponics, the water is 


directed exactly where you want it 
to go — no run-off, little evapora- 
tion — and it's recycled. There's no 
wasted space. Every inch of avail- 
able space is used for planting. 


"THERE'S no soil depletion, 


since the nutrients are added by 
you. Of course, there's no soil ei- 
ther," Hug said. 


Klug explained how hydropon- 


ics work: 


"I make the fiberglass tubs I 


use in my garden. But if you're a 
do-it-yourself advocate, you can 
construct your own tub. 


"I plant my seedlings hi a bed 


of gravel, or sometimes I use per- 
lite (sponge rock) and peat moss. 


"The watering system I use is 


called sub-irrigation and is fed into 
the tubs through a hose. 


"The excess water runs to the 


bottom of the tub and is stored in a 
reservoir. The water, which con- 
tains the nutrient solution, is recy- 
cled — or pumped back through the 
garden — the next time I water." 


Klug estimates it costs him 


$3.50 to make enough nutrient solu- 
tion to mix into 200 gallons of 
water. 


"WITH A lOVz-foot gardening 


area I can raise up to 150 pounds of 
vegetables in four months," Hug 
said. 


"What I plant is as large as my 


imagination. And for the 19 cents a 
week it costs me to run my garden, 
1 figure my imagination can afford 
to be active." 


Klug markets the nutrients, 


tubs and a small book detailing 
how to get the results from hydro- 
ponic growing. His backyard 
garden-store is open 12 noon to 5 
p.m. Wednesday through Sunday.

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"that if you kick out the people 
with experience and get someone 
who doesn't know a damn thing, 
somehow things will get better."

story goes, commanded 
the beast to cease its vi- 
cious ways. 


The "fierce 
monster" 


had slain one man "with a 
most sivage bite" and 
was about to kill another 
when Columba, an Irish 
missionary there to con- 
vert the heathen tribes- 
men, intervened, forming 
the sign of the cross, 
invoking the name of God 
and saying to the mon- 


ster: "Think not to go fur- 
ther nor touch thou that 
man. Quick, go back!" 


Terrified, the monster 


retreated and disappear- 
ed. And all who saw this, 
according to an early biog- 
raphy of Columba, "glori- 
fied God in the blessed 
man, greatly marveling."

In the ranks of 
the demoted were such re^ 
gipnal saints as Patrick of 
Ireland and George of 
.England, and St. Nicholas, 
prototype for Santa Claus. 


The Church of England 


commission has recom- 
mended to the General. 
Synod that no fewer than 
170 saints be dropped from 


the crowded calendar of 
saints' days. In particular, 
the commission singled 
out those saints with little 
significance in English 
religious history. 


The commission noted, 


with what some theolo- 
gians will probably consid- 
er near-heresy, that there 
is doubt about the exist- 
ence of some of the saints. 


"We have to be certain 


that the saints being com- 
memorated 
actually 


lived," Dean Jasper said. 
"Nobody seems to know 
that St. Cecilia, for exam- 
ple, existed." 


St. Cecilia, according to 


church teachings, was a 
third-century martyr who 
became the patron'saint of 
music, especially church 
music. 


Among the other saints 


who may be elbowed aside 
are: 


—St. Nicholas, one of 


the most popular Christian 
figures, who was a fourth- 
century bishop in Asia 
Minor and whose exist- 
ence is certain. He is 
recognized as a protector 
of children, along with vir-. 
gins, thieves and seafar- 
ers. His feast day is Dec. 
6.-St. Valentine, a third- 
century bishop and martyr 
and patron saint of lovers. 
He is commemorated on 
Feb. 14, the day on which, 
according to medieval be- 


lief, birds woo and select 
their mates. 


—St. Catherine, 
a 


fourth-century martyr who 
was tortured on a spiked 
wheel before being be- 
headed. 


If the commission has 


its way, their places on 
the calendar would be 
taken by more modern 
church notables, such as 
nursing heroine Florence 
Nightingale, religious 
writer John Bunyan, the 
missionary St. Francis 
Xavier and British mis- 
sionary John Keble. 


Even if the synod does 


approve the changes — its 
decision is not expected 
before February — the 
faithful would still be per- 
mitted to celebrate their 
favorite saints' days if 
they chose. 


When the Vatican trim- 


med the official list of 
saints for universal church 
veneration from 
more 


than 250 to about 75, it 
dropped 40 saints whose 
existence had been called 
into question, including St. 
Januarius of Naples, the 
saint of the liquefying 
blood, and St. Christopher, 
patron of travelers. 


Many Roman Catholics 


protested vociferously. Ac- 
tress Gina Lollobrigida 
showed up in St. Peter's 
Square with a statue of St. 
Christopher on the hood of 
her Rolls-Royce.

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Not long ago we met a woman who

observation that has been 
taken to describe the pres- 
ence of some monster. 


In his account of a tour 


of the Hebrides with Dr. 
JoKnson in 1773, James 
Boswell related a story, 
told by his guide, of a sea 
horse from Loch na Mna 
that devoured a girl. Her 
•father built a great fire, 
lured the monster with the 
smell of roasted sow and 
killed the creature with a 
red hot spit The guide, 
Boswell added, "did not 
laugh when he told me this 
story " 


Sir Walter Scott wrote 


in a letter in 1815 that a 
"monster long reported to 
inhabit Cauldshields Loch 
has of late been visible to 
sundry persons" and that 
it "was more like a cow or 
a horse." 


On the Isle of Skye in 


1870, a laird had an idea 
about capturing a monstet 
by dragging the loch with 
a long net. Children were 
let out of school, people 
came from miles around 
and "there was more 
whisky than at a funeral." 
But when the net caught 
on a snag the crowd fled 
in fear, thinking the mon- 
ster would rise out of the 
water in anger. All the 
laird managed to net was 
two pike. 


MEANWHILE, Loch 


Ness and its strange in- 
habitant were not entirely 
out of mind. In 1880 a 
diver said that he came 
across the beast and got a 
glance at one its eyes — 
"it was small, gray and 
baleful." 


Other accounts portray- 


ed a more fearsome crea- 
ture, in the vein of the 
following 
19th-century 


story: "A noted demon 
once inhabited Loch Ness 
and was a source of terror 
to the neighborhood. Like 
other kelpies he was in the 
habit of browsing along 
the roadside, all bridled 
and saddled, as if waiting 
for someone to mount him. 
When any unwary traveler 
did so, the kelpie took to 
its heels, and presently 
plunged into deep water 
with his victim on his 
back." 


THIS TALE seems to 


have beeri too much even 
for highland credulity. But 
in the 1930s Loch Ness and 
•monsters become synony- 
mous, a legend revived 
and magnified. 


The construction of a 


new highway along the 
short side of the loch may 
have had something to do 
with the earliest reported 
sightings. Dynamite was 
used to blast the rocky 
slopes, the echoes rum- 
bling through the glen and 
over the loch boulders and 
timbers crashing into the 
dark waters. 


Could all the commotion 


have stirred up the crea- 
tures? Or was it the high- 
way itself, which brought 
more travelers and afford- 
ed 
them 
a 
closer, 


unobstructed view of the 
loch? 


AT ANY RATE, an 


excited interest in the 
Loch Ness monster began 
in July 1933 when George 
Spicer and his wife were 
driving to London along 
the new road. They report- 
ed seeing a "loathsome 
sight" in the bracken 
Alongside the loch. A crea- 
ture with a long neck 
thicker than an elephant's 
trunk, a small head, a 
thick body and four feet or 
flippers lurched across the 
road, carrying what seem- 
ed to be a young animal in 
its mouth. They estimated 
the creature to be 25 to to 
30 feet long. 


Others claimed to have 


seen a large animal with 
small head thrashing 
about in the loch, making 
the water "froth and 
foam." When a corre- 
spondent of the Inverness 
Courier reported the sight- 
ings, the editor is said to 
have remarked: "We 
can't go on calling this 
thing a creature. If it is as 
big as you say it is, then it 
must be a monster." 


AND SO it became 


known far and wide as the 
Loch Ness 
Monster. 


Though the public loved it, 
and monster hunting be- 
came the rage, the scien- 
tific community scoffed at 
the whole idea. 


Many more sightings 


were reported in 1934, the 
most interesting of which 


was recorded on film by a 
London physician. Or. 
Kenneth Wilson motoring 
by the loch, spotted "the 
head of some strange ani- 
mal" rising out of the 
water. One of the pictures 
he took with telephoto lens 
showed a long arched neck 
sticking out of the loch. 


If the scientific skeptics 


remained 
unconvinced, 


the monster had at least 
one royal believer. The 
Duke of York, who be- 
came George VI, remark- 
1 


ed in a speech that 3-year- 
old Princess Margaret, 
had been looking through 
a fairy-story picture book 
when she came across a 
drawing of a dragon. She 
cried out, "Oh, look 
mummy, what a darling 
little Loch Ness Monster!" 


AFTER A lapse in seri- 


ous monster-watching dur- 
ing and immediately after 
World War II, the search 
at Loch Ness became in- 
creasingly popular. One 
source of encouragement 
was a photograph in 1955 
that was assumed to show 
two humps of an otherwise 
submerged 
monster. 


Measurements 
indicated 


that the monster could be 
50 feet long. 


Dr. Robert H. Rines, a 


Boston lawyer and leader 
of the Academy of Applied 


-New York Times 


Loch Ness Expedition this 
summer, became fascinat- 
ed by the mystery in 1970. 
This is his seventh effort 
to search the loch, pri- 
marily with underwater 
photography. 


Some of the pictures 


taken by groups led by 
Rines have caused a cau- 
tious change in attitude to- 
ward the Loch Ness Mon- 
ster. After the pictures 
were refined by computer 
processing, revealing what 
could be a diamond- 
shaped flipper and a 
"head" and "body" some 
prominent scientists con- 
cluded that there just 
niight be something to the 
legend of the loch. 


RINES and Sir Peter 


Scott, head of the World 
Wildlife Foundation and 
chancellor of'the Universi- 
ty of Birmingham, decided 
that it was time the mon- 
ster had a more dignified, 
scientific name. It is Nes- 
siteras 
rhombopteryx. 


Nessiteras combines the 
name of the loch with the 
Greek word teras, mean- 
ing a marvel or wonder. 
Rhombopteryx is a combi- 
nation of the 
Greek 


rhombos, meaning a dia- 
mond or rhomboid shape, 
and the Greek pteryx, 
meaning fin or wing.

Liability isn't limited to 


the men who sit in the 
boardroom. Many observ- 
ers foresee a trend toward 
fixing criminal and civil 
liability for negligence or 
wrongful acts at lower 
levels of management.

The United States alone will import an average 


of 7.2 million barrels per day— or nearly 42 per cent 
of total U.S. oil consumption this year — compared 
with 29 per cent in 1972, according to estimates of the 
Independent Petroleum Assn. of America. 


OPEC's MINISTERS are to meet next week on 


the Indonesian island of Bali and a likely outcome of 
that meeting will be a compromise between Saudi 
Arabia, which wants to hold oil prices down until the 
end of the year, and countries such as Iraq, Algeria. 
and Venezuela that are reportedly seeking a $2.50 per 
barrel increase next fall. 


The "hard-liners" badly need more revenue to 


finance their big spending programs. The Saudis, 
though, think a premature price increase could be 
self-defeating if it sets back the economic recovery in 
industrial nations that buy most of OPEC'S oil. 


"The

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Kingman crashes 3 homers, 11-0

Dave Kingman hadn't hit a 


homer in a week and Tom Seaver 
hadn't won a game in a month. 


But they hadn't been around 


their old coach, USC's Rod De- 
deaux, either. 


"Yeah, I gave 'em, both a little 


pep talk," a proud Dedeaux said 
Friday night. 


The two New York Mets, both 


former Trojans, combined to ran- 
sack the Dodgers, 11-0, before a T- 
shirt night crowd of 53,692 (52,516 
paid). 


The Dodgers not only gave 


away T-shirts, but they also lost 
their own shirts as Kingman wal- 
loped three homers and drove in a 


club-record eight runs while Seaver 
hurled a strong three-hitter for his 
second shutout of the year. 


For Kingman, his biggest night 


in the majors followed what he call- 
ed "the most miserable and most 
frustrating time of my career." 


In the Mets' two previous 


games, against the Cubs in New 
York, the &•« Kingman had left a 
dozen runners on base. 


"One game, with the tying run 


on third and the winning run on 
second, they decided to pitch to me 
rather than walk me," the 27-year- 
old Kingman said of Sunday's 
game. "That," he added, "was the 
ultimate insult." 


The Dodgers would have been 


wise not to have followed the Cubs' 
strategy. 


Kingman popped his first 


homer in the fourth inning off loser 
Hurt Hooton (4-5), a two-run shot. 
He clubbed No. 2 off Hooton in the 
fifth, this one a three-run blow. He 
hit his tlurd in the seventh off Al

STAN WALL was only Dodger 


pitcher not to give up a homer to 
Dave Kingman in 11-0 toss to Mets. 


Downing, another three-run job- 
all three homers coming on the 
first pitch. 


He faced Downing again in the 


ninth and, he admits, "There was 
no way I was going to walk." This 
time he struck out. 


It was the first time in more 


than a decade anyone slugged three 
homers in one game against the 
Dodgers. The last to do it was the 
Pirates' Wilver Stargell on June 24, 
1965 in Dodger Stadium.

"Joe pointed it out 
after my first at-bat (a popup), and 
after I hit the first homer I told 
him, '1 wish you'd let me know that 
a week ago.'" 


Kingman hadn't hit a homer in 


the Mets' last eight games and the 
club felt the loss of his bat, losing 
10 out of 12 games.

The old mark of 28:59.3 was also 
bested by Virgin, who clocked 
28:25.52. 


Ngeno, who will defend his 


5,000-meter title today, shared 
honors on the second day of the 
meet with Auburn's Harvey 
Glance, who captured the 100-meter 
dash; Dedy Cooper of San Jose 
State, winner of the 110-meter hur- 
dles; Scott Neilson of Washington, 
the hammer throw champion; long 
jump champion Larry Myrick of 
Mississippi College, and shotput 
victor Dana Leduc of Texas. 


In the team competition, San 


Jose State was tied with defending 
champion Texas-El Paso with 20 
points, Washington had 14, while 
California, Mississippi College, Au- 
burn, Texas and Washington State 
were deadlocked with 10 points. 


Long Beach State has yet to 


score a point, but coach Ron Allice 
still has his eye on a finish in the 
top 10. 


Discus thrower Fritz Coffman 


and the 49er 400-meter relay team 
qualified for today's finals, joining 
high jumper Dwight Stones and 
pole vaulters Don Baird and Jim 
Knaub. 


Coffman uncorked a throw of 


179 feet and is ranked ninth among 
the 12 finalists. The relay quartet 
captured third in its semifinal heat, 
behind Kansas and Auburn, as 
Long Beach anchorman Greg Coun- 
ty came from one yard behind at 
the final exchange to defeat 
UCLA's Orlando Johnson.

Present position to owners on Monday 
Players vote violence out of hockey 


CASTLE HARBOR, Bermuda (AP) - 


The National .Hockey League Players As- 
sociation passed a motion Friday that 
fighting with sticks or fists be disallowed 
next season, says Alan Eagleson, the 
organization's executive director. 


"More than 75 per cent of the player 


representatives felt that there is no place 
for fighting in hockey," said Eagleson at 
the conclusion of the NHLPA's four-day 
meeting. 


"Our player representatives will at- 


tend the'rules committee meeting on 
Monday in Montreal to present our posi- 
tion to the owners." 


Two members of the NHLPA are per- 


mitted to sit in on rules committee meet- 
ings in a non-voting capacity. The 
conclave is part of a three-day group of 
meetings the league holds each June. 


Ontario attorney general Roy McMur- 


try put the spotlight on violence in 
hockey when he instructed police and 
Canadian prosecuting attorneys last fall 
to lay more charges against professional 
hockey players who commit what are 
alleged to be criminal .offenses on the ice. 


During- the 1975-76 season, criminal 


charges were placed against five NHL 
players. 


"The matter of violence was discuss- 


ed at length during our meeting," Eagle- 
son said. "The players unanimously ex- 
pressed concern with the number of as- 
sociation members who are facing crimi- 
nal charges." 


Dan Maloney of the Detroit Red 


Wings, Joe Watson, Mel Bridgman, Don 
Saleski and Bob Kelly, all of the Philadel- 
phia Flyers, are the players facing 
charges. The four Flyers are scheduled 
to appear in a Toronto court Thursday. 


The NHLPA also rejected pre-season 


exhibition games involving World Hockey 
Association clubs "until they are negoti- 
ated in the proper manner by the owners 
'and the NHLPA," Eagleson said. 


The WHA announced last month that 


the Calgary Cowboys, Edmonton Oilers 
.and Winnipeg Jets would play exhibition 
games in the fall against the St. Louis 
Blues and Pittsburgh Penguins of the 
NHL. 


Eagleson said the games "were not" 


set up in the proper manner. 


Eagleson also said the association 


recommended that "trading of draft 
choices be ended in order to attain parity 
in the NHL. 


"We recommend that the owners re- 


duce their protected lists from 20 players 
to 15 to aim for parity. We also recom- 
mend that the owners hold an intra- 


league draft prior to Aug. 10, also with an 
aim at parity." 
' 


Eagleson said there has always been 


an intra-league draft but one wasn't 
scheduled this year because of the uncer- 
tainty of the number of free agents and 
because of the cancellation of the project- 
ed expansion for next season. 


Meanwhile, free agent Bobby Orr ad- 


vised the representatives in his new 
capacity as vice president of the NHLPA 
that he would not contest the Boston 
Bruins' right to compensation if he signs 
with a team in the NHL. 


Orr, the star defensernan who be- 


came a free agent June 1 after allowing 
his contract with the Bruins to expire, is 
being sought by a number of NHL a,nd 
WHA teams. He said that compensation 
would not be required if he signed with a 
WHA franchise.

ANSWER: One that does not in- 
clude the surname of the operator, or 
one that implies the ownership partici- 
pation of others such as "Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company;" or If a 
corporation owner, a name different 
from that registered in the Articles of 
Incorporation. 


6.QUESTION: What is the purpose 


of the fictitious name procedure? 
ANSWER: The requirements have 
been in effect in California since 1872 
and are designed to protect the con- 
sumer by enabling Identity of persons 
with whom transactions take place. 


7.QUEST10N: 
Must all firms 


presently doing business under ficti- 
tious names file new statements? 
ANSWER: Y*S, all must refile 
under new code sections of the Busi- 
ness and Professions Code, 17950-17930 
and also Sections 7540 and 101595 and 
Section 10523.5 of the Business and 
Professions Code. 


8.QUESTION: I* it true that a 


change in the residence address of an 
Individual or general partner doing 
business under » fictitious name ex- 
cuses the party at the five year refiling 
interval from meeting the publication 
provision?

9.QUESTION: Must statements tiled 


in 1972 be reflted in 1977; those filed in 


1973 in 1979, and so on? 
ANSWER: Yes, statements must 
be refiled every five years. 


10.QUESTION: What Is the penalty 


for failure to file and publish? 
ANSWER: Evidential proof of 
priority Is established in the event 
competitors later use or file under the 
same name. The penalty would be 
inability to entertain a court action 
until the law has been compiled with. 
In addition, most banks demand evi- 
dence of filing and publication prior to 
opening an account under a fictitious 
name. 


11.QUESTION: where are the forms 


to be obtained for filing and publica- 
tion?

Brakes blamed in 
school bus crash 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Brake failure probably 


caused a bus crash near Martinez last month that 
killed 28 high-school choir members and a teacher, 
the California Highway Patrol said Friday. 


The malfunction "most likely" resulted from a 


break in a compressor belt, which caused a gradual 
loss of air pressure in the brake system, Commission- 
er Glen Craig said. 


"The bus was going too fast," Craig said at a 


news conference. "We asked ourselves why. We think 
it was inadequate brakes." . 


The CHP said the chartered bus was traveling 


about 44 miles an hour when it hit a guard rail on a 
highway off-ramp, crashed through, plunged 22 feet 
and landed on its roof. 


The posted ramp advisory speed is 20 m.p.h., the 


CHP said. 


The victims were members of the Yuba City 


High School choir and a teacher who was the wife of 
the choir director. They were en route to a concert at 
another school. 


Craig said the CHP's investigation would not be 


completed until its preliminary conclusions had been 
backed up by laboratory tests. 


But he said he did not believe that the driver, 


Evan Prothero, was going too fast when he led the 
highway or that the off-ramp was dangerous. 


Capt. Bruce Emery, who headed the investiga- 


tion, said Prothero probably became aware of the 
loss in brake air pressure only as he entered the off- 
ramp. 


He quoted a surviving student, Richard Ething- 


ton, as saying Prothero applied the brakes as the bus 
rolled into,the off-ramp "and nothing happened— 
there was no slowing effect. 


"He then pumped them two or three times, and 


then his hands became very busy," apparently apply- 
ing emergency brakes, Emery said Ethington (old 
investigators. 


The student said he saw a panicked look on 


Prothero's face in a mirror and heard him say 
something like "Oh, my God!" just before the bus 
crashed through the guard rail. 


Emery said the CHP had not been able to talk to 


Prothero, who was injured in the crash and is still 
hospitalized in serious condition. 


There's evidence that the emergency brakes 


worked, Craig said, but he added that there was 
probably not enough time for them to prevent the bus 
from going through the railing. 


Craig said he was sure that if the bus had been 


inspected by the CHP before the accident the inspec-

State jobless rate 
rises to year's high

The unemployment rate 


rose in May in California 
and Los Angeles County 
but dropped nationally, 
officials reported Friday. 


Despite the biggest 


working force in 18 
months — 8,596,600-the 
state's unemployment rate 
jumped to a 1976 high of 10 
per cent from 9.6 per cent 
in April. 


THE State Employment 


Development Department 
said total employment 
climbed 81,200 to 8,596,600, 
a state record for May and 
the highest total since 
October 1974. 


Unemployment dropped 


22,300 to 909,100, the de- 
partment said. The state 
record of 1,012,000 was 
reached in February. 


But officials said the 


"seasonally 
adjusted" 


unemployment rate went 
up because the gain in em- 
ployment and decline in 
unemployment were not 
as great as usual for this 
time of year. One reason 
was the nationwide rubber 
strike, which has cost 
5,600 Californians jobs. 


THE same thing hap- 


pened in the county. Fred 
Brenner, EDO regional 
administrator, said the 
county's seasonally adjust- 
ed unemployment average 
rose to 9.4 per cent from 
9.2 per cent in April, even 
though there was an in- 
crease of 3,500 in the work 
force in May and a de- 
crease of 800 in the 
number of persons out of 
work. 


"Although the number 


of unemployed declined 
slightly, the drop was 
smaller than expected," 
Brenner said. He explain- 


ed that strikes in the con- 
struction and rubber 
industries kept more peo- 
ple off the job, but those 
persons were not actually 
unemployed. Nonetheless, 
he said, they were in- 
cluded in the percentage 
figure.

June's rate is .expected to 
be slightly worse than 
May's and July's worse 
still.

downward course in May, 
dropping to 7.3 per cent, 
while inflation slowed at 
the wholesale level, the 
Labor Department said.

Thursday, two gunmen 


came into, the shop, and 
according to the husband, 
one of the bandits said: 
"This is a holdup. Better 
do what I tell you." 


Shaulis said his wife, 


whose vision is so bad she 
could see only outlines a 
few feet away, picked up.a 
shotgun to protect him, 
but he told her to put it 
down. One of the bandits 
shot her, as she put down 
the weapon. 


The gunmen emptied 10 


trays oT diamond and gold 
rings into a paper bag, 
grabbed $69 cash and fled. 


FBI agents combed the 


shop for clues Friday, ac- 
cording to special agent 
John Morrison. 


Shaulis said Friday the 


store had been held up at 
least five'times in the past 
two and a half years. It 
was for that reason he had 
installed a buzzer system 
to open the front door. 


Shaulis said he reported 


some of the robberies, but 
did not report others in- 
volving 
only 
small 


amounts of cash- because 
he did not want to become 
tied down with paper 
work: 


He added that both hold- 


up men had entered the 
store separately on previ- 
ous occasions, which is 
why .he readily admitted 
them Thursday. 


They came in about two 


months ago, and about t,wo 
•weeks ago, Shaulis said, 
and on both occasions had 
looked at jewelery and 


argued about the price. • 


Long Beach police also 


are checking the possibil- 
ity that last Sunday morn-. 
ing the same gunmen 
entered Giveen's Flower 
Shop, 3950 Atlantic Avc., 
held up owner Felix..R. 
Porrazo, 55, and beat him 
so severely that he died 
the next'day.

SACRAMENTO {AP> - The nation- 


wide nuclear power industry and its 
allies have plunged more than $3 mil- 
lion into tfie fight to stop the antiatomic 
power plant sentiment in California, 
records showed Friday. 


That's more than twice the amount 


spent by supporter's of Prop. 15, the 
Nuclear Power Plants Initiative on 
Tuesday's California ballot. 


The Fair. Political Practices Com- 


mission reported opponents have spent 
$3,081,795; proponents $902,925. 


The No on 15 Committee raised $2.5 


million, and spent $2,<S4,4W, through 
May 29, according to its report filed 
under provisions of California's Politi- 
cal Reform Act of 1974. 


The other $1 million in opposition to 


Prop. 15 has been spent by individual 
business firms, most of them in the 
power business. 


By election day, the campaign cvxrid 


•'very likely" be the most expensive in 
California history, said John Kepfingef, 
FPPC spokesman.

(AP) — A journalist fired 


< last month for alleged FBI 


connections said Friday 
she has information that 
there is enough missing 
plutonium to indicate 
there may be a nuclear 
black market in this coun- 
try. 


"Official documents I 


examined indicate an ex- 
ceedingly high MUF fig- 
ure (nuclear material 
unaccounted • for 
after 


processing) involving plu- 
tonium hi excess of that 
which would ,be lost in 
pipes in normal process- 
ing," said Jacque Srouji. 


"THIS WOULD lead me 


to believe the possibility of 
nuclear gunrunners deal- 
ing in black market plu- 
tonium," said Mrs. Srouji, 
who was fired May 5 from 
her job as a copy editor at 
the Tennessean newspaper 
for having a "special rela- 
tionship" with the FBI. 


Mrs. Srouji said she has 


documents which show the 
unaccounted-for nuclear 
material to be in excess of 
10 times that which would 
be allowable under Nu- 
clear Regulatory Commis- 
sion guidelines. 


She said the figures will 


be published in a forth- 
coming book but that she 
did not have them avail- 
able Friday night. 


She said the documents 


indicate enough missing 
plutonium at the Kerr- 
McGee nuclear processing 
plant in Crescent, Okla., to 
make it possible to offer 
plutonium for sale to other 
nations. The Crescent 
plant is now closed. 


MRS. SROUJI said- 


three or four individuals 
who might be involved in 
such an operation worked 
at the Kerr-McGee plant. 
She said that 60 pounds of 
plutonium were unac- 
counted for at Kerr- 
McGee during 1974 and 
that according to the Nu- 
clear' Regulatory Commis- 
sion only 12 pounds is 
needed to make a small 
nuclear weapon. 


She made the state- 


ments in an interview 
when asked to comment 
on the interest the House 
subcommittee on energy 
and environment has 
shown in her. 
• 


The panel, chaired by 


Rep, John Dingell, D- 
Mich., has been trying to 
get Mrs. Srouji, 32, to 
testify about the docu- 
ments. She claims to have 
gathered them'from un- 
named sources while 
working on . a yet-to-be- 
published book about 
development of nuclear 
energy around the world. 


In the unpublished 


manuscript, Mrs. Srouji 
does not mention a nu- 
clear black market. But 


she did say a chapter of 
the book on the operation 
of Kerr-McGee and the 
1974 traffic death of one of 
the plant's employes was 
based on government 
documents she secured 
from unnamed sources. 


The Kerr jMcGee em- 


ploye, Karen' Silkwood, 
was driving to a meeting 
with a New York Times 
reporter when her car 
crashed and 'she was kill- 


ed. At the time,,published 
reports said Miss Silkwood 
was going to give the re- 
porter documents she 
thought supported her con- 
tentions that the plant was 
unsafe. 
• Mrs. Srouji, in testi- 
mony before the energy 
and environment subcom- 
mittee last April, suggest- 
ed that Miss Silkwood 
might have been murder- 
ed.

said Friday.

deployed would fall far 
short of the.15,000 request- 
ed last week by Mayor 
Frank L. Rizzo. 


The mayor asked for 


the. troops, he said in a 
letter to President Ford, 
because Philadelphia has 
received threats of vio- 
lence and disruption 
aimed at its Bicentennial 
celebrations that day. 


Those observances are 


expected to attract more 
than a million visitors to 
the city, including the 
President and a gathering 
»( other dignitaries, and 
Rino has said that the 
local police would require 
military assistance for 
crowd control and securi- 
ty-Two coalitions planning 
counter-events that day 
are protesting against the 
Mayor's request for 
troops, arguing that it has 
a chilling effect on partici- 
pation in their own cele- 
bration, and denying that 
they plan .anything that 
would damage or interfere 
with the official cere- 
monies. 


Neither the Mayor nor 


anyone in his administra- 
tion has disclosed the na- 
ture of the threats, but a 
highly placed ' source at 
the Justice Department 
said Friday that Rizzo's 
"evidence that they were 
real was quite persua- 
sive." 


Philadelphia will be the 


centerpiece of the nation's 
.200th anniversary July 4, 
and its schedule of observ- 
ances will be the climax of 
its substantial role in the 
American -'Bicentennial 
year. 


With Independence Hall 


and the Liberty Bell as the

Kissinger 'damn maeP 
over article on China 


Impending Kissinger-Vorster talks 


Breakthrough for South Africa

WASHINGTON - Secretary of State 


Kissinger was described by close aides 
Friday as "damn irritated by a Central 
Intelligence Agency analyst's public criti- 
cism «the Ford administration's go-slow 
China policy. 


The Incident is likely to bring an 


effort by the State Department to gain 
authority for advance censorship of arti- 
cles on foreign policy written by CIA 
officials, as it already screens articles 
written by its own employes and Penta- 
gon officials. 


jTrie- flap is over an article in the 


latest issue of the quarterly magazine 
Foreign Policy -by Roger Glenn Brown, a 
35-year-oM middle-level CIA analyst. 


It urged that the United States consid- 


er formally recognizing the People's 
Republic of China as China's "sole gov- 
ernment" quickly, despite the fact that it 
would be controversial during an election 
year, because failure to act before the 
death of ailing, 82-year-old Chairman 
MaoTse-tung could strengthen pro-Soviet 
forces in Peking. 


This view flies in the face of Presi- 


dent Ford's decision — before his trip to 
China last year — to hold off on establish- 
ment of formal diplomatic relations until 
after the 1976 election. It also represented 
defiance of the tight control that Kissing- 
er has maintained over all governmental 
comment on China policy, even though 
Brown's article was presented as "his 
own views and not the official position of 
his organization." 


"We did not know the article was 


being prepared," State Department 
spokesman Robert FUnselh said, "We 
weren't asked to clear it ... The views 
were strictly those of the author ... Yes, I 
think, generally, articles by government 


officials on foreign policy ought to bo 
cleared by the State Department." 


Funseth declined to say whether Kiss- 


inger had complained about the Incident 
to either the President or CIA Director 
George Bush. But other officials said 
Kissinger fell strongly that something 
should be done to assure that CIA.ana- 
lysts don't take public positions different 
from the administration on foreign poli- 
cy. "If someone makes a policy 
statement, it should be cleared here," 
said one high State Department official. 


At the CIA, a spokesman declined to 


say whether Brown's article had been 
cleared for publication by anyone at the 
agency, explaining that he didn't want to 
discuss "our internal practices."

Court upholds secrecy of 
intelligence-agency budget 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


A federal judge Friday 
ruled that the Central 
Intelligence Agency may 
continue to keep its budget 
a secret. 


"The court concludes 


that the 'secret1 classifica- 
tion applied to the CIA 
budget and 
expenditure 


files is proper, both proce- 
durally and substantive- 
!y," said U.S. District 
Judge John Lewis Smith 
Jr. 


The decision "came in a 


suit filed by Morton H. 
Halperin who sought CIA 
records-on its budget au- 
thority for the current fis- 
cal year- and its actual 
expenditures for the 1974 
fiscal year. 


Victor Marchetti, a 


disaffected former agent 


who -was involved in 
preparation of the CIA 
budget in the late 1960s, 
has estimated the agen- 
cy's annual spending at 
$750 million. Former CIA 
Director William E. Colby, 
has said Marchetti's fig- 
ure is incorrect. 


Last year, Rep. Robert 


Giaimo, D-Conn., dis- 
closed that the CIA's 
budget was contained 
within the $2 billion listed 
in the Air Force budget 
under an item called 
"other 
procurements." 


But there was no indica- 
tion what percentage of 
the money was the CIA 
budget.

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Americans looking for 


low-cost vacations are 
turning in growing num- 
bers to Iwuse-swapping 
plans that offer a tempo- 
rary, rent-free home away 
from home in the United 
States or overseas. 


The idea is simple: You 


live in another family's 
house or apartment while 
they live in yours. You 
save money on hotel and 
restaurant bills and .often 
have the advantage of. a 
car or other facilities. 


There are drawbacks, of 


course. Many people are 
nervous about the idea of 
leaving their possessions 
with strangers. There are 
no guarantee's of satisfac- 
tion. 


IF YOU; decide the 


pluses-outweigh the min- 
uses, there are a variety 
of exchange services 
which, for a fee, put 
would-be traders in touch 
with each other. They all 
operate in the same basic 
manner. 


The consumer pays 


somewhere between $12 to 
?15 to have his or her 
house or apartment listed 
in a directory published by 
the exchange service. 
Copies of the directory are 
mailed to all people who 
have listed their homes. It 
is up to the individuals to 


select listings that interest 
them and make further 
contact. 


SUPPOSE you have a 


two-bedroom house in a 
New York City suburb. 
You want to go on vaca- 
tion for three weeks in Au- 
gust and would like to 
travel to England. 


You list your house, in- 


cluding the size, address 
and facilities and 
the 


dates yu want to swap for. 
\Vhen the directory ar- 
rives, look for a house in 
England that meets your 
needs and send off a let- 
ter. Meanwhile, someone 
in England who wants to 
spend three weeks in the 
New York area may spot 
your listing and write to 
you. 


All further arrange- 


ments are up to you. The 
exchange service is not in- 
volved. You can trade 
letters, pictures and refer- 
ences with several fami- 
lies before making up your 
mind. 
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WHAT assurance do you 


have that the people you 
swap with won't make off 
with the family silver? 
"Absolutely none," said 
.Mary DeBaldo of the 
Vacation Exchange Club, 
Inc., of New York, which 
was founded in 1960 and 
claims to be the nation's 
oldest 
house-swapping 


service. 


"We've never had that 


happen though. Because 
there's no exchange of 
money, it's almost an 
honor system."

ped houses admit to being 
nervous at first.

Tom Belford, author of

"Such allegations 
are'totally-false, and the 
purported letters are obvi- 
ous forgeries."

spirited out of the White 
House -even before the 
originals were maijed.

for the realization of your 
dreams. Carl Holmes, a 
New Jersey newspaper 
man, coined a word for it; 
he calls it "imagineer- 
,ing." He combined the 
word "imagine" with the 
word "engineering" 'for 
successful people engineer 
big results by imagining. 
,. Engineering and imag- 
ining are related pro- 
cesses. Before you can 
build anything, there must 
be erected 'a structure of 
dreams. Nothing was ever 
built without this process 
happening. It is said that 
Gen. John C. Fremont, 
who opened up the West, 
used to sit before his flick- 
ering campfiie at night 
and in imagination see 
cities in the flames. And, 
today, in most of the 
places where those prairie 
campfires were lit cities 
do exist. 


America was built from 


such dreams. People are 
dreaming dreams now 
which will eventually 
make this a greater, rich- 
er, happier country and 
this troubled world a bet- 
ter place in which to live. 


I remember once "trying 


to make this point, about 
dreams to an uncle of 
mine. He was a hardboiled 
realist. Dreams meant lit- 
tle to him. He was an old- 
fashioned American who 
believed that working was 
{he important thing. He 
used to tell me above all 
that .it was important to 
make money and to save 
ft if I wanted to get any- 
where. 


But he was a kindly 


man and did his best to 
help me. I have always 
been grateful to him and 
cherish his memory. He 
ran a small bank' and a 
building and loan associa- 
tion; his loans helped pay 
my way through college. 


After graduating from 


college, I went to see him. 
And in some fear and 
trembling for I had de- 
cided to become a minis- 
ter and knew that -would 
awaken no enthusiasm in 
him. 
. "Uncle," I told him, "I 
would like to talk to you 
about extending my bank 
loan. You see I'm going to 
study for the ministry." 


His feet came down off 


his desk with a bang. He 
pulled the cigar out of his 
mouth.

"Fossils of jellyfish,

tion, of any transitional 
forms," Gish said. 


The latest findings of 


Richard Leakey, a second- 
generation physical an- 
thropbligist working in 
east:central Africa, and 
the work of others has 
made a shambles of cur-

Gish contends. 


The findings support an 


opinion that man and the 
apes were separately 
created, rather than aris- 
ing from a common ances- 
tor, he claims.

among them, accepted the 
hospitality of their homes, 
dined with them, bluntly 
debated with them, but in 
each specific case men- 
tioned, the differences in- 
volved only outward ritual 
forms, not basic concepts.

Rabbi Samuel M. Silver, a 
Jewish scholar of Temple 
Sinai in Stamford, Conn., 
who compares the strong 
terms of the arguments to 
a political campaign — hot 
words but few underlying 
differences. .

Testament, he says: "The 
Pharisees were the very 
ones who.liberated Bibli-

scholars have pointed out 
that many of Jesus' say- 
ings paralleled those of 
some schools of the Phari- 
sees, such as the view that 
.the ."Sabbath was made 
for- man, not man for the 
Sabbath." 


,Jesus "shared the view- 
points of the virtuous 
Pharisees" in much of his 
outlook, writes a Catholic 
scholar, the Rev. Thomas 
Suriano of Milwaukee. 


"He, like them, was 


'working for the continual 
purification of Judaism. 
He, like them, respected 
the oral traditions sur- 
rounding the Torah. He, 
like them, believed in 
immortality and resurrec- 
tion, which the Sadducean 
priests rejected bitterly." 


THE 
SADDUCEES 


whose chief officer was 
appointed by Rome's mili- 
tary governor, Pontius Pi- 
late, denied any 'after life 
and denied God's active 
concern with human af- 
fairs, but the Pharisees 
and- Jesus upheld both 
principles. 


They also agreed on the 


"great commandment" — 
To love God wholehearted- 
ly, which is like the sec- 
ond, to "love your neigh- 
bor as yourself." In fact, 
that second equivalent 
cited by Jesus had Old 
Testament origins, in Le- 
viticus 19:18. 


The Pharisees were 


called 
"habherim" 
- 


neighbors. First century 
historian Flavius Josephus 
describes them as idealis- 
tic, democratic, respected 
teaching rabbis, honoring 
learning-above rank, con- 
cerned for the people and 
their needs. 


Obviously Jesus had 


critics among fellow rab- 
bis, and he argued force- 
fully with- them, as they 
did among themselves. 
But his basic conflict was 
not with them but with the 
Rome'-controUed 
Saddu- 


cees. Within a generation, 
however, the Sadducees 
had 
disappeared 
from 


history, while the Phari- 
sees preserved the Bibli- 
cal heritage that nutured 
modern Judaism, while 
their intellectual sparring 
partner, Jesus, inspired 
Christianity.

The 
Church's president, Spenc- 
er W. Kimball, has labeled 
'the rapid growth as the 
Church's most 
difficult 


problem. "The very rapid 
growth is a real problem 
that we struggle with con- 
stantly," President Kim- 
ball said recently, "be- 
cause we can baptize so 
many thousands of people, 
we need leadership to 
guide them. It takes time 
to develop leadership." 


Unlike most Christian 


denominations, the Mor- 
mons have no paid minis- 
try. All positions in the 
wards (local congrega- 
tions) are held by men and 
women who volunteer 
their services in addition 
to employment and family 
responsibilities. 


When 82-year-old Presi- 


dent Kimball was born, 
Church membership to- 
taled 200,000, most of them 
in the United States. 
Today more than 765,000 
Mormons are located out- 
side the U.S. and last year 
two-thirds of all converts 
to the Church were not 
Americans. That growth 
has not been, accidental. 
Mormons take literally the 
Biblical admonition to 
"teach all nations." There 
are currently more than 


23,000 full-time mission- 
aries serving in 54 nations 
throughout the world. 


The missionaries, pri- 


marily young men;be- 
tween the ages of 19 and 
21, serve for two years at 
their own or family's ex- 
pense and maintain a rigid 
schedule that involves 60 
hours of active proselyting 
and 20 hours of scripture 
study each week?..1 they 
preach a strict, straight 
gospel based on old-fash- 
ioned Biblical principles, 
something Church leaders 
believe is largely respChsi- 
ble for the religion's wide- 
spread appeal.

Boy-molester guilty, 
but won't go to jail 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


Joe Ortega, former state 
farm labor board mem- 
ber, has been convicted of 
child stealing and molest- 
ing a 14-year-old boy. 


Ortega, 45, will be 


examined by two court-ap- 
pointed psychiatrists to 
determine if he is a men- 
tally disordered sex of- 
fender who needs to be 
confined in a state hospi- 
,tal, Superior Court Judge 
Michael Virga has ruled. 


Ortega was arrested 


last January after the boy 
told police Ortega had 
picked him up hitchhiking 
and taken him to a Sacra- 
mento hotel room. 


Virga found Ortega 


guilty without a formal 
trial on the basis cf his 
review of grand jury testi- 


mony, police and district 
attorney reports. 


Ortega had waived jury 


trial and agreed to the 
unusual proceeding with 
the understanding that if 
found guilty he would not 
go to jail.

Jack's salads come from the 
tub—why soil a good thing?

, r ;Jack Klug likes his salad on the 
rocks. 


The backyard .of his home' at 


3015 I/>ng Beach Blvd. looks like a 
salad bowl's Who's Who — crisp 
heads.-;of lettuce, juicy tomatoes, 
succulent strawberries all growing 
like'weeds. 
: 


About the .only thing that does- 


n't grow in the backyard of his 
Wrigley home are weeds. 


The secret of Mug's green 


thumb is a method called hydro- 
ponic'gardening. 


HYDROPONIC translated from 


the Greek means "water working." 


The vegetables are planted on a 


bed. of rocks in large fiberglass 
tubs placed throughout his cement- 
surfaced backyard and fed with a 
nutrient-rich water solution. 


Planting is not limited to 


vegetables. 


Klug claims that anything that 


grows': in the ground will grow on a 
bed--with a little help from the 
proger-jiutrients — and, of course, 
the proper growing season. 


"Hydroponic gardening started 


as a hobby," Klug said. "I sort of 
got carried away. Now it's .a bu- 


siness. It's also the garden of the 
future." 
. 
. ' 


WITH A predicted food famine, 


. water shortages and the cost of 
land at a premium, Klug may be 
right.Hydroponic gardening is al- 
ready widely used in Japan and 
Israel. 
* 


With a minimal cash outlay, 


hydroponics may provide an eco- 
nomic source of foodstuffs for 
people living in condominiums and 
apartments, since it is soil-free and 
takes up little room. It's also inter- 
esting alternative for conventional 
gardeners. 


"•The scope of hydroponic gar- 


dening is as large as your imagina- 
tion. And I only use l/20th of the 
water I used in a regular garden," 
Klug said. 


"With hydroponics, the water is 


directed exactly where you want it 
to go — no run-off, little evapora- 
tion— and it's recycled. There's no 
wasted space. Every inch of avail- 
able space is used for planting. 


"THERE'S no soil depletion, 


since the nutrients are added by 
you. Of course, there's no soil ei- 
ther," Mug said. 


Klug explained how hydropon- 


ics work: 


"1 make the.fiberglass tubs I 


use in my garden. But if you're a 
do-it-yourself advocate, you can 
construct your own tub. 


"1 plant my seedlings in a bed 


of gravel, or sometimes I use per- 
lite (sponge rock) and peat moss.. 
- "The watering system I use is 
called suWrrigation and is fed into 
the tubs through a hose. 


"The excess water runs to the 


bottom of the tub and is stored in a 
reservoir. The water, which con- 
tains the nutrient solution, is recy- 
cled — or pumped back through the 
garden — the next time I water." 


Khig estimates it" costs him 


$3.50 to make enough nutrient solu- 
.tion to mix into 200 gallons of 
water. 


"WITH A 1044-foot gardening 


area I can raise up to 150 pounds o! 
vegetables in four months," Mug 
said. 


"What! plant is as large as my 


imagination. And for the 19 cents a 
week it costs me to run my garden, 
I figure my imagination can afford 
to be active." 


Klug markets the nutrients, 


tubs and a small book detailing 
how to get the results from hydro- 
ponie growing. His backyard 
garden-store is open 12 noon to 5 
p.m. Wednesday through Sunday.

Terrified, the monster

And. all who saw this, 
according to an early bipg-' 
raphy of Columba, "glori- 
fied God in. the blessed 
man, greatly marveling." 


The lore of, the high- 


lands is replete with 
monsters, "fabulous go.br 
lins" ahj} water spirits 
known as kelpies, or water' 
horses.

In the ranks of 
the demoted were such re- 
gional saints as Patrick of 
Ireland and George of 
England, and St. Nicholas, 
prototype for Santa Glaus. 


The Church of England 


commission ha.s recom- 
mended to the. General 
Syjiod that no fewer than 
176 saints be dropped from 


the crowded calendar of 
saints' days. In particular, 
the commission singled 
out those saints with little 
significance in English 
religious history. 


The commission noted, 


with what some theolo- 
gians will probably consid- 
er near-heresy, that there 
is doubt about the exist- 
ence of some of the saints.

sundry persons" and that 
it."was more like a cow or 
a horse." 


On the1 Isle of Skye in 


1870, a laird had an idea 
about capturing a monster 
by dragging the loch with 
a long net. Children were 
let out of school, people 
came from miles around 
and "there was more 
whisky than at a funeral." 
Rut when the net caught 
on a snag the crowd fled 
in fear, thinking the mon- 
ster would rise out of the 
water in anger. All the 
laird managed to net was 
two pike. 


was recorded on film by a 
London physician. Dr. 
Kenneth Wilson motoring 
by the loch, spotted "the 
head of some strange ani- 
mal" rising out of,the 
water.

Dr. Robert H. Rines, a 


Boston lawyer and leader 
of the Academy of Applied 


Science-New York Times 
Loch Ness Expedition this 
summer, became fascinat- 
ed by the mystery in ,1970. 
This is his seventh effort 
to search the loch, pri- 
marily with underwater 
photography. 


Some of the pictures 


taken by groups led by 
Riries have caused a cau- 
tious change in attitude to^ .

THIS TALE seems to 


have been too much even 
for highland credulity. But 
in the 1930s Loch Ness and 
monsters become synony- 
mous, a' legend revived 
and magnified. 


The construction of a 


new highway along the 
short side of the loch may 
have had something to do 
with the earliest reported 
sightings. Dynamite was 
used to blast.the rocky 
slopes, the ec.hoes rum- 
bling through the glen and 
over the loch boulders and 
timbers crashing into the 
dark waters. 


Could all the commotion 


have stirred up the crea- 
tures?

. A T ANY RATE, an 
excited interest in the 
Loch Ness monster began 
in July 1933 when George 
Spieer and his wife were 
driving to London along 
the new road.

A crea- 
ture with a long neck 
thicker than an elephant's 
trunk, a small head, a 
thick body and four feet or 
flippers lurched across the 
road, carrying what seem- 
ed to be a young animal in 
its mouth.

tion to the owners." 


Two members of the NHLPA arc per- 


mitted to sit in on. rules committee meet- 
ings in a non-voting capacity. The 
conclave is part of a three-day group of 
meetings the league holds each June. 


Ontario attorney general Roy McMur- 


try put the spotlight on violence in 
hockey when he instructed police and 
Canadian prosecuting attorneys last fall 
to lay more charges against professional 
hockey players who comm^ what are 
alleged to be criminal offense's on the ice.
